he utterly defeated 
in all 
that he undertook, but he w as forced 
from the directorate of the road and 
now has nothing w hatever to do with 
its m anagem ent in any m anner. 
He 
put 
tip a 
hard fight 
and 
struggled 
gam ely to the last, but w as so h o p e less­ 
ly in the m inority that he never had a 
chance. 
H e filed protests all through 
the m eeting, not for the reason as ho 
afterw ards declared of being 
an ob- 
atructionist, but because he desired to 
lay the foundation for any contest that 
might hereafter be made. 
H e took his 
defeat in a philosophical 
and m anly 
manner, saying: 
“ I think that with fairer treatm ent 
in the cau su ses I might have m ade a 
much better show ing than I did. 
In 
fact T m ade a better show ing ihan the 
returns credit m e with. 
T here w ere 
several 
large blocks 
of stock s 
and 
bonds tDar should have been voted for 
me, but w ere given 
to Mr. Gould by 
the election inspectors. 
I b elieve that 
any court 
in the land would 
declare 
that these v otes are properly m ine. 
I 
have filed protests in all of those oases 
not 
because I desired 
to be an 
o b ­ 
structionist. but I desired to prepare 
for anything that 
might com e h ere­ 
after. 
I have not determined w hether 
or 
not to 
com m en ce 
a contest, 
but 
nothing of that kind will be attem pted 
by me 
im m ediately. 
I am not 
the 
kind of a man to offer destru ctive or 
obstructive tactics 
wantonly. 
I will 
say, how ever, that 
the m eeting that 
has just closed is not the end of this 
affair by a good deal. but I cannot say 
just now w hat the next step will be. 


Not Sorry He Entered Fight. 


There is one thing m ore that I w ish to 
say and that is that 
I am not sorry 
that I entered upon this fight. 
I have 
not regretted it at any tim e sin ce I 
em barked upon it. 
The only thing I 
regret is that I w as not elected.” 
Mr. Gould w as highly pleased at the 
outcome, although he showed his feel­ 
ings less in words than by hie m anner 
and hearty laugh as he contem plated 
the figures show ing the result. 
“ I am, of course, very glad that the 
m atter has term inated 
as it h as.” he 
declared. 
“There w as not a moment 
In fact when any other term ination was 
possible. 
For all that I am happy that 
my adm inistration of the road has r e ­ 
ceived the em phatic endorsem ent 
it 
has. 
Further than that I can say noth­ 
ing-.— The resu lt says more than I can 
and 
I think 
it is 
plain enough 
for 
everybody to com prehend.” 
W hen asked if he 
expected a con­ 
test, Mr. Gould replied: 
“Of course. 
I do 
not know 
what 
other people may attempt, but I do not 
expect anything of that kind. 
I do 
not see w here it will benefit them , for 
I am sure that our proceedings have 
been 
perfectly legal 
throughout. 
I 
certainly desired to have 
them that 
w ay and w e have a room full of la w ­ 
yers here w ho say that w e h ave done 
things in a proper m anner.”

closed Ju d g e Humphrey said: 
“At it now looks to the court the odd 
numbered counts are sufficient and the 
even numbered counts insufficient. The 
argument has been so clear that that 
is my present impression, 
hut there 
may be a change in my mind before I 
give 
my 
decision. 
I will 
faithfully 
read the authorities 
cited by the at­ 
torneys on either 
side. 
When I am 
ready to render my decision I will no­ 
tify the district attorney and the at­ 
torneys for the defendants.” 
The 
odd 
numbered 
indictments 
which may be considered insufficient 
by the court charge conspiracy among 
the defendants in restraint 
of trade. 
The even numbered counts charge a 
monopoly. 
The first count 
in the in­ 
dictment is not to be considered in the 
decision of Judge Humphrey as to this 
count 
the packers 
are to plead 
not 
guilty and go to trial immediately.

Market Day Discussed by One Who Has 


Faith in the Agricultural Future of 


This Section 
E ditor Dispatch:—Judging from the 
crowd of farmers and others thronging 
j tho hay market Saturday, Oct. 7, and 
the amount of stock and produce on 
sale, there are not a few who believe in 
the arrangement, and are now trying to 
make the most of their opportunity to 
sell. 
The buyers are naturally doing 
the same. 
But aside from tho immediate finan­ 
cial advantage, or disadvantage to the 
farmer, (on which thoro is a diversity of 
opinion), tho institution has in it pos­ 
sibility of much good to him eventually. 
To view in this way the stock and 
pro­ 
duce of brother farmers, compare them 
with his own, disc uss their relative merits 
and properties, compare notes as to 
modes of production, breeding, feeding, 
etc., and tho profits resulting therefrom 
cannot fail to be of inestimable advant­ 
age to any farmer interested in improv­ 
ing his condition. 
The Commercial Club certainly de­ 
serves credit, at least, for the efforts 
they have made, not only in starting tho 
institution, but in pointing the educa­ 
tional possibilities of tho thing. 
Tho 
address, on this last occasion, of Prof. 
Haecker, of tho Minnesota State U ni­ 
versity, on his special subject, “Dairy 
Husbandry,” gave 
a strong impulse 
along this line. 
His plain statement of 
facts constituting the public records of 
xperiments and every day practical 
work in his department for fourteen 
years, supported by the private records 
of his own personal experience and sue 
cess as a dairy farmer up to forty six 
year^ of age found an entrance to many 
farmers’ minds and brought to view in 
a most rational and common sense way 
what must be the basis of their pros­ 
perity as farmers in this “Jack 
pine 
country.” 
Vs a farmer of considerable dairy ex­ 
perience, the writer most heartily ap­ 
proves of the work of the experiment 
station, and endorses the advice given 
by the professor. 
Should the farmers who listened to 
him that day take hold and begin to act 
on his advice in the care of their stock 
and to profit by the knowledge impart­ 
ed, which has boon obtained at govern 
ment expense (that is, at the expense of 
the people,including farmers), the value 
of the institution would soon be appre­ 
ciated and would be found to more than 
off-set the trouble and expense of bring 
ing their stuff to market at the risk of 
taking it home again, or an unsatisfac 
tory sale: and there would be less dis 
position to judge the business motive of 
the members of the Commercial Club 
now’ so freely indulged in. 
It is altogether improbable that any 
one of these gentlemen is so altruistic 
as to disclaim a motive of personal profit 
in these efforts eventually, but their 
business sense teaches them they must 
look further than their noses to realize 
it: and it will be entirely our fault if 
these 
efforts prove not 
a decidedly 
mutual benfit and improve the feeling 
existing in business relations.
